“ Some Resu lts of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War*’ was the genial topic u nder 
which addresses were deliv ered in an 
interesting and instru ctiv e sty le by 
sev eral pastor» of the city at the u aion 
meeting held in the Methodist chu rch 
last ev ening. 
Special mu sic was ex ­ 
cellently rendered by the choir and 
alsojby Organist Krinbill, 
After an inv ocation by Rev . J. M* 
Ru thrau ff. Rev . A. R. Bickenbach ad­ 
dressed the au dience, the following be­ 
ing an epitome of his remarks: 
W hen y ou r pastor y esterday m orn­ 
ing asked me to giv e an address at a 
u nion meeting as a recognition of the 
fact tha t peace had come, I consented. 
W hen I read in the ev ening papers 
tha t the meeting was to consider “ Les­ 
sons from the Spanish-American W a r , ” 
1 wished that Col. Bain had been de­ 
tained in the city a few day s longer. 
W hen inspiration wou ld record the 
history of the world, it began the re­ 
cital with fou r startling words—“ In 
the Beginning God.” 
He is a poor 
stu dent of hu man history who forgets 
tha t statement. 
So is he a poor states­ 
man who fails to discov er God, not 
only in the beginning, bu t in the con­ 
tinu ance of the world's mov ements. In 
the one God stands as the Creator, in 
the other as the Gov ernor. 
A bra ha m 
was to recognize God in the beginning 
as the Creator of the Israelitish nation, 
and Moses and P ha ra oh were to recog­ 
nize Him in the continu ance. Ezekiel’s 
whole prophecy is written for tha t 
pu rpose. 
Man is too prone to forget God, and 
to forget that God ru les. 
Too prone to 
think only of self and of self-aggrand­ 
isement, so opposite to Man's Greed 
mu st be placed God's prev ailing Grace. 
God's patience was long ex ercised to­ 
ward Spain, becau se like the Amela- 
kite, its iniqu ity was not y et fu ll. 
‘ Then God simply u sed this American 
nation to v isit swift pu nishment u pon 
her iniqu itou s greed. 
It is only a> God is recognized tha t a 
nation can be strong. 
And the one 
thing tha t has giv en assu rance to many 
a patriot has been the fact tha t the 
real leaders in tins combat of ou rs hav e 
been God-fearing men. 
The speaker 
qu oted from the Chicago Record show­ 
ing the religiou s standing or the lead­ 
ers in state, nav y and army . 
We do well to learn the lesson. 
To 
recognize and acknowledge God, 
Gu r 
chief ex ecu tiv e certainly has shown 
tha t the su preme test of patriotism is 
its Godliness. 
Then followed the address of Rev 
Dornblaser, the following being a brief 
sy nopsis: 
it seemed to me I cou ld discov er an 
ex pression of satisfaction on y ou r cou n­ 
tenances when Sam Jones paid his 
compliments 
to 
the 
preachers 
the 
other day , and I dou bt not, there was 
an inward feeling of complacency in 
the minds of the preachers when 
he 
tu rned his gu ns on the laity . 
I cou ld speak with more credit to 
my self if I had written down w hat I 
hav e to say , bu t according to Jones, it 
is Do t oermissable. 
Yet, it occu rs to 
to me that<he wou ld 
not repeat the 
same old jokes ov er and ov er, if he oe- 
caGonly wrote ou t his lectu res. 
It is v ery fitting—we shou ld hold 
su ch a serv ice as this. 
Some may say 
tha t it was not mu ch of a war, and 
why m ake any ado abou t it. 
Not 
many liv es were lost, 
bu t they were 
among the brav est and noblest. 
If it 
had been y ou r boy or mine tha t had 
fallen before Santiago, we wou ld think 
it qu ite costly . 
Ey ery fallen hero has 
a circle of lov ing friends to mou rn for 
him. 
In treasu re it has been a costly 
war. 
It is fortu nate tha t the boy s of Com­ 
pany G nev er landed on the fev er- 
stricken shores of Cu ba. 
Like Caesar, they came, they saw, 
and the enemy su rrendered. 
Then 
they sailed for Porto Rico u nder the 
leadership of tha t gallant and efficient 
commander, General Miles. 
Ev ery mov ement was well planned 
and nobly ex ecu ted. 
They hav e fared 
as well as soldiers cou ld ex pect. 
If we 
cou ld hav e selected a campaign for 
them, we cou id not hav e chosen a mu re 
desirable rou te. 
T here are many important resu lts 
that follow from this Spanish-Ameri- 
can conflict, bu t the one which i 
was 
specially to emphasize, was tne closer 
u aion between the North and Sou th, 
Tnis growing friendship can be seen 
best, when contrasted with the section­ 
al feeling which ex isted before, d u r­ 
ing, and after ou r Civ il W a r. 
in 1*5 5 
y ellow fev er raged in the Sou th, 
at 
Norfolk and Portsmou th, Virginia. 
A 
panic endu ed and the phy sicians fled 
from the town leav ing the fev er-strick­ 
en people withou t medical aid. 
On 
learning of the condition of things 
N orthern pty sician» left their homes 
and friends and hastened to reliev e the 


slav ery sentiments of the phy sicians 
and so stirred up the peop.e of t i e 
towns tha t the bodies had to be disin­ 
terred and taken North. 
This shows 
the bitterness which ex isted as early 
as 1*5 5 betsv een North and Sou th. 
In 1S5 P John Brown was hu ng by the 
Virginians, who su pposed there were 
many John Browns in the North. 
Dr. Dornblaser also made mention of 
hi- v isit to the dedication of Chica 
mau ga Battlefield and told how the 
generals of the North and So uth—men 
who fou ght against each other du ring 
the w ar—sat side by side on the plat­ 
form and grasped each other by the 
hand. 
In conclu sion, the action of the G. 
A. R. admitting the soldiers who took 
part in the Cu ban war, w he the r they 
wore the blu e or gray du ring the Civ il 
war, into their .-acred order, was com ­ 
mended. 
It showed the m agnanim ity 
and kindliness of the “ old v eterans.” 
Rev . O. H. Cessna of the Methodist 
chu rch was the nex t sneaker and said 
in part: 
This war ha- been a great school for 
the American people. 
W e hav e been 
stu dy ing geography . 
Thou sands 
of 
maps hav e been soid. 
T he boy s and 
the girls can tell all abou t Cu ba, Porto 
Rico and the islands of the sea. 
W e 
hav e 
been stu dy ing history , 
nav al 
architectu re, coast defenses; Spanish 
history has became familiar. 
T here has been a distinct adv ance in 
Christian civ ilization. 
W e hav e been 
criticised, bu t in this the attention of 
the world has been tu rned ou r way . 
As the nations of ea rth came to know 
u s they respect u s. 
T he y ou ng giant 
of the W estern Hemisphere has s ha k ­ 
en himself and the ancient nation- of 
the East recognize his strength. 
This 
has been an epoch-making era as g re a t 
and far reaching as any in ou r history .

Armenian massacre can ev er again 
redden the plains of Eu rope with inr:0‘ 
cent blood. 
The shackles of hu man 
slav ery hav e been forev er broken, an 
end has been made to the cru el oppres­ 
sions of fifteenth centu ry civ ilizations. 
These are epoch-making day s.

are writing a large cha pte r in the re­ 
cords of hu man progress. 
Verily , the 
hand of God is as plainly v isible in 
these ev ents as when, at the sou nds of 
the rains’ horns the walls of Jericho

M rU lllzltig W o o d. 
A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes v ery solid and r* 
sistant and assu mes the appearance of a 
tru e metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Monde with mu ch detail. 
Briefly , 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
fou r day s, as may be its degree of i>er 
meabilitv , in a cau stic alkaline ly e, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hy drosu lphite of calciu m, to which 
is added, after 24 or 3(5 hou rs, concen­ 
trated solu tion of su lphu r in cau stic 
potash. 
The du ration of this bath is 
abou t 48 hou rs, and its temperatu re is 
from 5 5 to 5 0 degrees, Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hou rs in a hot 
solu tion of acetate of lead. 
The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav ­ 
ing u ndergone a proper dry ing at a 
moderate temperatu re acqu ires u nder a 
bu rnisher of hard wood a polished su r- 
face and ex hibits a v ery brilliant metal 
lie lu ster—a lu ster still fu rther increas­ 
ed in its attractiv eness if the su rface of 
the wood be ru bbed thorou ghly , in the 
first place, with a piece of had. tin or 
zinc and afterward be polished with a 
glass or porcelain bu rr isher.

Dessert pronounced Lake V ie w l)e»are, 
and spent two days in the Chippewa 
Indian village.

lake what lootced like the site of a log 
h it and after a great deal of persuad­ 
ing 1 got a half breed to tell me w hat 
it was. 
He -aid according to history 
handtrd down from generation to gen­ 
eration, it wa- the place when 
Father 
M arquette spent the winter before go­ 
ing down tlie W isconsin B iv e r to the 
Mississippi. 
That, was about the year 
1920. 
I asked the man how they 
kept 
thoir history. H e said at their m edicine 
dances the old man of the tride in­ 
stalled the young in their ledgends and 
traditions. 
The medicine dance they 
hold every four months and it la-ts J 
days and nights. 
To make sure there 
had been a house there 1 
dug down 
and found the fire [dace and charcoal 
and 
burned 
rock. 
The 
Chippewa* 
have a new dance they call the dream 
dance; but I couldn’t find out 
what it 


was for. 
Sunday a party of nine of us went 
to the Indian village,three of the party 
were ladies and we found 
the Indians 
had all gone out picking blue berries, 
so one of the men pounded on an old 
tin pan and the rest of us had a regu­ 
lar Indian dance in their circle when* 
they hold their dream dances. 
W e 
made the woods ring for a while. 
One of the Indians shot a white deer 
that didn't have a dark spot on it, even 
its nose was white and eyes {link. 
He 
has thrown aw ay his gun and refuses 
to hunt anym ore, for he has killed the 
messenger sent by the great M anitu 
from the happy hunting ground.*. 
1 went from State line to Gogebic, 
and they have made a great many ira 
provements there.
